70 AID BUSINESS 


Group Outlines 5-Point 
Inflation Proposal To 
Restart Industry. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—(#)—A 
five-point inflation plan, which its 
exponents believe would “restart in- 
dustry and give rapidly increasing em- 
ployment,” was outlined tonight by 
“the committee for the nation to re- 
build prices and parenating power.” 

It is signed by five members of the 
“directing committee,” and also by 
100 prominent business leaders, in- 
dustrialists and economists. 

The “five steps,” in brief, are: | 

“1, Recognize that bank deposits 
constitute the nation’s important 
medium of exchange. Therefore, the 
reopening of the maximum number of 
banks must be expedited and deposits 
unfrozen as’ rapidly as possible by a 
very broad and liberal use of the 
powers granted the administration by 
recent emergency legislation. In the 
opinion of the committee, the govern- 
ment would be justified in expanding 
currency to protect the depositors’ 
banks which have not yet reopened. 
. . . Lhe government should guaran- 
tee the denosits of all banks which 
have been reopened and which have 
been declared sound... . 

.“2. Continue embargo on gold ex- 
port and suspension of specie pay- 
ments before the United States re- 
turns to the gold standard, confer- 
ences should be held with Great Bri- 
tain with the aim of making arrange- 
ments for the two countries to return 
to the gold basis simultaneously and 
on a basis that will give each country 
the price level it desires... . 

Remove Restrictions. 

“3. Remove restrictions upon for- 
eign exchange dealing which do not 
involve export of gold. Discontinue 
the efforts to keep the dollar at its 
former gold parity. The British 
pound sterling and other foreign ex- 
changes must advance in the price- 
level in the United States. By peg- 
ging the dollar in foreign exchange, 
we have held down our price-level as 
completely as though we had not 
suspended gold payments. We must 
resume the free dealing in sterling 
and other foreign exchange. If this 
does not suffice, the United States 
should sell dollar exchange to depress 
the price so that foreign countries can 
acquire it at lower cost to pay their 
debts .o us and to use it in buying 
goods from American agriculture and 
a 

“4. It should be announced forth- 
with that prior to lifting the embargo 
on gold at a future date, it will be 
the policy of the United States to 
revalue gold. It is the opinion of 
the committee that in this revalua- 
tion, the United States treasury 
should raise the price of gold from 
$20.67 per ounce to a new peak of 
$36.17 per ounce. This is an in- 
crease of 75 per cent—an arbitrary 
temporary level estimated to bring the 
commodity price level to a 1926 
DOSS. 6 « » 

Creation of Board. 

“5. A federal nonpartisan board 
should be created to stabilize the 
United States general price-level of 
wholesale commodity prices at 100. 
This is the average of the United 
States bureau of IJ&bor price levels 
from 1921 to 1930... .”

Gherardi and John Halligan. Admiral 
Gherardi also might not be able to 
take the post since an automobile 
accident injured him to an extent 
that his assignments have been solely 
for shore duty. 

The names of Rear Admirals Mar- 
shall and Halligan were those men- 
tioned frequently among naval per- 
sonnel tonight. 

“Towers for years was Moffett’s 
assistant. He is an able man, and 
I am going to ask the secretary of the 
navy to give him the appointment,” 
Vinson, chairman of the house naval 
committee, said. 

Towers’ name is twelfth down the 
list of eligible captains, and consid- 
ering eligible rear admirals, he would 
be twenty-first in rank for the po- 
sition. 

Towers first applied for naval avia- 
tion in 1910 and was ordered to Ham- 
mondsport, New York, for flight in- 
struction under Glenn Curtiss. He 
was one of the first three naval offi- 
cers assigned to aviation, and in Au- 
eust. 1911, qualified as an aviator. 
In October, 1912, he made a flight 
of six hours and ten minutes in a 
Curtiss seaplane, establishing a world’s 
record for seaplane endurance and 
an American record for endurance in 
any type of plane. 

His aviation experience in the de- 
partment covers a wide field. He is 
now on duty on the west coast.

UHASE BANK VOTES: 
CHANGE IN POLICY 


NEW YORK, April 5.—(®)— 
Sweeping banking reforms, including 
the liquidation of one important se- 
curities affiliate and the divorcement 
of: another from its securities selling 
business were voted today by the 
board of directors of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of New York and the 
Chase Securities Corporation. 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman of 
the governing board and president of 
the Chase National, and also chair- 
man of the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion, announced after the meeting of 
the directors late today that it had 
been voted to place “in process of liq- 
nidation” the Chase Harris Forbes 
Companies, a wholly owned subsidiary 


of the Chase Securities Corporation 
and to eliminate from the latter’s ac- 
tivities ‘“‘the business ot distributing 
securities to the public 

Mr. Aldrich, in his letter to stock- 


holders calling for a special meeting 
of the shareholders of both the bank 
and the securities corporation for May 
16, stated that * ‘we believe that what 
we propose is in the best interests of 
the bank and in accord not only with 
sound banking policy but responsive 
to enlightened public opinion.” 

The action of the banking board to- 
day followed Mr. Aldrich’s announce- 
ment of March 8, in which he. advo- 
cated not only the divorcement of 
banking security affiliates, but also 
reducing the large boards of directors 
to “workable size” and _ prohibiting 
members of private banking corpora- 
tions from serving on the boards of 
commercial institutions. 

At the same time the bank issued 
its condition statement as of March 
31, showing deposits of $1,306,000,- 
000, compared with $1,236,000,000 on 
March 3, the day preceding the bank- 
ing holiday.

Although the governor has given no 
indication that he does not desire to 
place the name of Captain Barnett’s 
successor before the senate while the 
present chairman still is in office, it 
also has.been indicated strongly that 
the senate is hostile to the governor's 
views concerning the highway depart- 
ment. 

The governor receive a signed copy 
of the Fulton county grand jury’s pe- 
tition for the extra session Wednes- 
cay, as well as a copy of the reso- 
lution epproved by the Brunswick city 
commission. He read both resolutions 
thoroughly but said nothing. Like- 
wise he was silent when reports were 
circulated that a newspaper poll of 
the general assembly tended to show 
that the legislators were voting four 
to one in favor of the session.

PRESIDENT ORDERS 


RETURN OF GOLD 


BY FIRST OF MAY 
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a maximum penalty of $10,000 fine, 
ten years in prison, or both. 

In the same executive order he put 
the gold supply under federal license, 
providing for a controlled relaxation 
in the present embargo for legitimate 
domestic and foreign transactions. 

Secretary Woodin, in a statement 
tonight, said the president’s order was 
an “expected step in the process of 
reguM@rizing our monetary position 
and furnishing adequate banking and 


currency facilities for all customary 
needs.” 

Another White House order direct- 
ed the -var department to be ready for 
the first movement tomorrow of re- 
cruits for the conservation corps to 
forest camps. 

Four government departments were 
speeding preparations to carry out the 
president’s program for placing 250.,- 

men, at least, in conservation 
work. A total of $10,000,000 of un- 
expended construction funds was set 
aside today to pay the bills. 

Allotment of the first contingent of 
25,000 men from 17 cities in the 
eastern half of the nation was com- 
pleted today. Others will be selected 
in additional cities before the end of 
the week, with the president plan- 
ning to have 250,000 men at work 
before July 1. 

Registration of applicants will not 
be undertaken by the labor depart- 
ment at public places as previously 
planned. Instead, unmarried men be 
tween 18 and 25 years old, who have 
dependent relatives for whose benefit 
they are willing to allot a substan- 
tial portion of their $30 monthly 
wage, will be selected. i 

Means of Selection. 

The labor department announced 
the selections will be made “by of- 
ficial, established state or city relief 
administrations which are actively as- 
sisting those known to be the most in 
need of employment and who have 
records of their names, addresses and 
circumstances.” 

There will be registration of appli- 
eants at public places only in case 
this class of young men has been pro- 
vided for completely. Quotas will be 
fixed for each state, limiting the num- 
ber of men who will be accepted in 
proportion to the population of the 
state. 

After each group of recruits has 
been conditioned for about two weeks 
at military camps, they will be moved 
to work projects in national forests 
and parks, In addition, projects on 
state and private lands will be under- 
taken and this phase of the reorgan- 
ization plans will- be discussed at a 
meeting tomorrow of state foresters 
with Major R. Y. Stuart, head of the 
United States forest service. 

The quotas of the first movement 
follow: New York city. 7,500; Buf- 
falo, 600; Chicago, °4,000; Philadel- 
phia, 3,000; Pittsburgh, 900;:° Detroit, 
2,100; Cleveland, 1,000: Cincinnati, 
500; St. Louis, 900; Kansas City. 
400; Baltimore, 1,000; Boston, 900; 
Milwaukee, 600; Washington, 500; 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, 600, and 
Newark, 500. 

First Camps Planned. 

A work camp in George Washing- 
ton national forest, between Luray 
and Edinburg, Va., is expected to be 
the first put into operation. The for- 
est service is prepared to use men im- 
mediately at other camp sites in 
Pennsylvania, wee New England, 
the Carolinas, eorgia, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Florida, to meet the 
occupancy needs of the first recruits. 

Hardly a single one of the definite 
angles by which President Roosevelt 
hopes to regain economic stability for 
the nation was left untouched in to- 
day’s fast-moving developments, most 
of them.centered.in the White House 
itself, 

Revealing once again his liking for 
direct, personal diplomacy, Mr. Roose- 
velt said in a brief statement that he 
felt a visit by Prime Minister Ram- 
say MacDonald, of Great’ Britain, 
would be “helpful” in plotting a 
course for the momentous economic 
and disarmament problems which are 
to be taken up soon. 

Another disclosure from the White 
House indicated that the chief ex- 
ecutive purposed sending to congress 
Friday his proposed legislation for 
restoration of Muscle Shoals, and de- 
velopment of the Tennessee river 
basin. 

President Roosevelt meanwhile in- 
sured that the District of Columbia 
would have its beer along with the 
people of other states at 12:01 a. m. 
Friday. With just a bit of ceremony, 
he affixed his signature to the capi- 
tal’s beer legislation bill. 

On Capitol Hill during the day, 
Joseph B. Eastman, an interstate com- 
merce commissioner, advocated before 
a house committee repeal of the re- 
capture clause of the transportation 
act in order that roads could be built 
up during prosperous years to meet 
lean years. 

Speaker Rainey, meanwhile, an- 
nounced to newspapermen that the 
senate’s five-day week bill would be 
killed in the house by the democratic 
majority unless it were incorporated 
in the Roosevelt program. - 

With hearings completed, the house 
interstate commerce committee will 
meet in executive session tomorrow to 
begin a broad revision of the ad- 
ministration’s proposed legislation for 
regulating sale of securities. 

Revision Necessary. 

Chairman Rayburn said testimony 
before the committee had shown the 
necessity for a wide revamping of the 
measure, but its publicity principle 
will be retained. 

Late in the day, Richard F. Whit- 
ney, president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, sat privately with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for more than an hour, 
Leaving the White House, he declared 
a ban upon speaking of his xonference, 
but indications were given elsewhere 
that the talk ranged around the chief 
executive’s pending proposal to regu- 
late stock exchanges. 

Chairman Rayburn of the house in- 
terstate commerce committee said to- 
day after the close of hearings that 
the testimony of both proponents and 
opponents of the measure had necessi- 
tated a revamping of the bill. Its 
publicity prinaiple, as requested by 
President Roosevelt in his message to 
congress, he said, would be retained. 

The bill provides that securities be 
registered with the federal trade com- 
mission, which would be empowered 
to revoke registration if the enter- 
prises were not conducted along sound 
business principles.

Text of Executive Order 
Forbidding Gold Hoarding 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(AP)—The text of the executive order for- 


bidding gold hoarding follows: 

Mapes the hoarding of gold 
coin, gold bullion and gold certificates. 
_ “By virtue of the authority vested 
in me by Section 5 (b) of the act of 
October 6, 1917, as amended by Sec- 
tion 2 of the act of March 9, 1933, 
and titled, ‘An act to provide relief 
in the existing national emergency in 
banking, and for other purposes,’ in 
which amendatory act congress de- 
clared that a serious emergency exists, 
I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, president of 
the United States of America, do de- 
clare that said national emergency 
still continues to exist and pursuant 
to said section do hereby prohibit the 
hoarding of gold coin, gold bullion, 
and gold certificates within the con- 
tinental United States by individuals, 
partnerships, associations and cor: 
porations and hereby prescribe the 
following regulations for carrying out 
the purposes of this order: 


“Section 1. For the purposes of 
this regulation, the term ‘hoarding’ 
means the withdrawal and withhold- 
ing of gold coin, gold bullion or gold 
certificates from the recognized and 
customary channels of trade. The 
term ‘person’ means any individual, 
partnership, association or corpora- 
tion. 

“Section 2. All persons are hereby 
required to deliver on or before May 
1, 1933, to a federal reserve bank or 
a branch or agency thereof or to any 
member bank of the federal reserve 
system all gold coin, gold bullion and 
gold certificates now owned by them 
or coming into their ownership on or 
before April 28, 1933, except the fol- 
lowing: 

The order authorizes the secretary 
of the treasury to issue licenses for 
obtaining gold for industrial require- 
ments, exportation of gold for trade 
purposes and other legitimate needs 
not involving hoarding. 

“Section 3. Until otherwise ordered 
any person becoming the owner of 
any gold coin, gold bullion, or gold 
certificates after April 28, 1933, shall, 
within three days after receipt there- 
of, deliver the same in the manner 
prescribed in Section 2; unless such 
gold coin, gold bullion or gold certifi- 
cates are held for any of the purposes 
specified in Paragraphs (a), (b) or 
(c) of Section 2; or unless such gold 
coin or gold bullion is held for pur- 
poses specified in Paragraph (d) of 
Section 2 and the person holding it 
is, with respect to such gold coin or 
bullion, a licensee or applicant for 
license pending action thereon. 

“Section 4. Upon receipt of gold 
coin, gold bullion or gold certificates 
delivered to it in accordance with 
Sections 2 or 3, the Federal Reserve 
bank or member bank will pay there- 
for an equivalent amount of any 
other form or coin or currency coined 
or issued under the laws of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Section 5. Member banks shall 
deliver all go!d coin, gold bullion and 
gold certificates owned or received by 


them (other than as exempted under | 


the provisions of Section 2) to the 
federal reserve banks of their respec- 
tive districts and receive credit or 
payment therefor. . 

Section 6. The secretary of the 

treasury, out of the sum made avail- 
able to the president by Section 501 
of the act of March 9, 1933) will in 
all proper cases pay the reasonable 
costs of transportation of gold or gold 
coin, gold bullion or gold certificates 
delivered to a member bank or federal 
reserve bank in accordance with Sec- 
tions ~, 3, or 5 hereof, including the 
cost of insurance, protection, and such 
other incidental costs as may be neces- 
sary, upon production of satisfactory 
evidence of such costs. Voucher 
forms for this purpose may be pro- 
cured from federal reserve banks. 
_ “Section 7. In cases where the de- 
livery of gold coin, gold bullion or 
gold certificates by the owners there- 
of within the time set forth above 
will involve extraordinary hardship 
or difficulty, the secretary of the 
treasury may, in his descretion, ex- 
tend the time within which such de- 
livery must be made. Applications 
for such extensions must be made in 
writing under oath, addressed to the 
secretary of the treasury and filed 
with a federal reserve bank. Each 
application must state the date to 
which the extension is desired, the 
amount-and location of the gold coin, 
gold bullion and gold certificates in 
respect of which such application is 
made and the facts showing extension 
to be necessary to avoid extraordinary’ 
hardship or difficulty. 


“Section 8. _The secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue such further regula- 
tions .s:he may deem. necessary to 
carry out the purposes of this order 
and to issue licenses thereunder, 
through such officers or agencies as 
he may designate, including licenses 
permitting the federal reserve banks 
and member banks of the federal re- 
serve system. in return for an equiva- 
lent amount of other coin, currency 
or credit, to deliver, earmark or hold 
in trust gold coin and bullion to or 
for persons showing the need for the 
same for any of the purposes specified 


in paragrahs (a), (c) and (d) of Sec- 


tion 2 of these regulations. 


“Section 9. Whoever wilfully vio- , 


lates any provision of this executive 
order or of these regulations or of 
any rule, regulation, or license issued 
thereunder may be fined not more 
than $10,000, or, if a natural person, 
may be imprisoned for not more than 
10 years, or both; and any officer, 
director, or agent of any corporation 
who knowingly participates in any 
such violation may be punished by a 
like fine, imprisonment, or both. 

“This order and these regulations 
may be modified or revoked at any 
time.

Irish Senator Received. 


During the day President Roose- 
velt received Joseph Connolly, a sen- 
ator of the Irish Free State, who 
mentioned the possibility of reciprocal 
tariff agreements with this country. 
The conversation was described as 
exploratory. 

The president’s desire for a chance 
to talk with the British prime muin- 
ister on world matters was expressed 
publicly about the time it was learn- 
ed in London that MacDonald, who 
has conferred at length with Davis, 
was arranging to make the trip dur- 
ing the Easter recess of the house of 
commons. i 

How far war debts will enter into 
the discussion was not disclosed but 
Mr. Roosevelt long ago expressed his 
willingness to receive a British rep- 
resentative and hear his case for re- 
vision of these much discussed obliga- 
tions. Also in doubt was the mat- 
ter of whether cabinet ministers of 
any other government would come to 
Washington for the conversations de- 
signed in large part to assure the suc- 
cess of the world monetary and eco- 
nomic conference in London this sum- 
mer 

White House Statement. 

The White House statement au- 
thorized by the president said: 

“In the course of informal ex- 
changes of views between the British 
and ourselves regarding the general 
economic situation and the problem 
of disarmament the president has felt 
that a visit to Washington by the 
prime minister would be helpful. 

“The president ever since his first 
conversation with the British ambas- 
sador at Warm Springs has empha- 
sized his hope that the prime minis 
ter could come over.” oe 

The matter of a Washington visit 
was understood to have been broach- 
ed in the recent conversation in Lon- 
don between Mr. MacDonald and Nor- 
man H. Davis, President Roosevelt 8 
special ambassador on economic and 
disarmament matters. 

In a memorable visit to this coun- 
try in the fall of 1929, Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald walked with President 
Hoover beside the waters of the Rap- 
idan and seated on a fallen moun- 
tain log, laid plans for the disarma- 
ment conference held in London the 
next year. 

The projected Roosevelt-MacDonald 
conversations are expected to be just 
as informal and to have a _ similar 
bearing upon the economic conclave 
which the Roosevelt administration 
regards as of vital importance. 

To Hold to Plans. 

Regardless of whether other foreign 
cabinet members come to Washington, 
the Roosevelt administration plans to 
go ahead with discussions through 
regular diplomatic channels and with 
technical experts as part of the plan

France has agreed to preliminary 
conversations and today its new am- 
hassador, Andre De La Boulaye, left 
Paris for Washington.

MACDONALD WILL SEEK

LONDON, April 5.—(#/)—President 
Roosevelt’s aid and counsel for at- 
tacking troublesome European and 
world problems with the swift and 
decisive action he has applied to 
American affairs will be sought by 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
during a speedy Eastertide mission to 


Washington, according to plans that 
here. 

Formal announcement of the prime 
minister’s trip was withheld today, 
but he is preparing to sail about 
April 15. He probably will be ac- 
companied by his daughter, Ishbel, 
who was with him when he visited 
President Hoover in 1929. 

Remaining in Washington only a 
few days, Mr. MacDonald will return 
to London soon after the house of 
commons reassembles late in April, 
prepared to preside at the world ece- 
nomic conference, to push his dis- 
armament plan at Geneva, and to 
eontinue the European pacification 
scheme inaugurated with Premier 
Mussolini at Rome last month. 

The world’s economic plight would 
be the main subject of the MacDon- 
ald-Roosevelt talks, with disarmament 
in the background and war debts 
dovetailed to the negotiations now be- 


ing conducted by Sir Ronald Lindsay, 


the British ambassador. 

Mr. MacDonald’s visit is an indi- 
rect result of his recent talks with 
Norman H. Davis, the American am- 
bassador at large, who spent some 
time here before going to Paris, where 
he is now holding discussions with 
French statesmen. 

The prime minister wanted to go to

DECATUR, Ala., April 5.—(#)— 
Rumors of possible mob action, for 
which officers said they found no 
basis, today led Judge James E. Hor- 
ton, presiding over retrial of the 
“Scottsboro attack cases,” to issue a 
stern warning against violent at- 
tempts. 

He said national guardsmen would 
be ordered to shoot to kill should a 
mob form and threaten Heywood Pat- 
terson, the first of nine negroes in- 
volved in the case to be tried again, 
or his co-defendants. 

The warning was followed by re- 
ceipt of a telegram from New York, 
signed by the secretary of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, protesting the 
“attempted lynching” of the negroes, 
and Samuel 8S. Leibowitz, chief of de- 
fense counsel. The telegram was re- 
ceived by Thomas E. Knight Jr., at- 


torney-general.

F.D.R. Orders Duty Cut 
Under New Tariff Law 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(#)— 
The tariff commission today announc- 
ed that -President Roosevelt has 
issued his first proclamation under 
authority of the flexible tariff law, 
calling for a decrease in duties on 
certain agrieultural hand tools. 

Interest was attached to the 
proclamation because of the ~rospect 
of a change in tariff policy with the 
transfer of the administration from 
republican to democratic hands. 

The president will be called upon 
soon to pass judgment on sugar 
duties which have been under investi- 
gation by the commission for more 
than a year, with domestic producers 
seeking an increase in the duties. 

In today’s proclamation the presi- 
dent ordered a decrease in the duty 
on hay forks and 4-tined fertilizer 
forks from 8 ‘cents each and 45 per 
cent ad valorem to 4 cents each and 
22 1-2 per cent ad valorem, the maxi- 
mum decrease possible under the 
flexible law.

WOMAN -DESCRIBES 


09S OF HUSBAND 


Mrs. Frazier Tells of 
Events Which Led to 
Triangle Killing. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., April 5.— 
(P)—Love letters and a revelation of 
alleged intimacies between her hus- 
band, a former United States nar- 
cotic chief, and his 26-year-old secre- 
tary, were revealed by Mrs. C. R. 
Frazier here today in her federal 
court trial for the murder of Miss 
Manona Murrell. 

The entire day was devoted to a 
lengthy narration by Mrs. Frazier of 
a happy married life up until Miss 
Murrell became employed by her hus- 
band, three years ago, and of a love 
affair between them that was cli- 
maxed by the shooting of the blonde 
divorcee on the postoffice lawn last 
December 16. 

Several times Mrs. Frazier, a frail, 
sallow little woman of 80-odd pounds, 
became exhausted by the examination 
and once she collapsed and had to be 
carried from the courtroom. More 
than an hour was required before she 
was revived sufficiently to resume her 
testimony. 

Through her narrative, Mrs. Fra- 
zier drew a picture of herself in fail- 
ing health, striving to maintain a 
home for her five sons with small 
sums contributed by her husband 
while he made trips about the state 
with Miss Murrell, allegedly living to- 
gether, and of a growing influence the 
divorcee_had on him as she sought to 
induce him to divorce his wife so that 
they might marry. 

One of the letters Mrs. Frazier 
identified as having been written by 
Miss Murrell to Frazier mentioned 
the dates of November 9, 1930, and 
November 9, 1932. It read. 

“Happy anniversary to the dearest 
man alive—my own C. R. F., from 
his own devoted Manona. I love you. 
May the next be really real.” 

The defense contended the first date 
marked the beginning of the alleged 
intimacy between Frazier and his sec- 
retary. 

The defendant testified Miss Mur- 
rell told her she was divorced from 
her husband, Clarence Williams, some 
time ago and that “she loved a man 
but it would take some time to get 
him.” 

Mrs. Frazier said she assumed the 
girl meant Mr. Frazier, but that she 
“wasn’t sure.” 

After Frazier and Miss Murrell are 
alleged to have made trips together 
to Tampa, Miami and Daytona Beach, 
Mrs. Frazier said she asked Miss 
Murrell if she was “having an affair” 
with Frazier, but that the girl had 
denied it. 

Later Mrs. Frazier said Miss Mur- 
rell admitted to Frazier’s sister that 
she was having an affair with Frazier 
and said ‘“I am going to get him 
despite anything in the world.” 

Mrs. Frazier testified that after 
her husband and Miss Murrell had 
spent two months in Miami “I knew 
she absolutely had ruined my life and 
that they had been living together.” 

The defendant said she “didn’t say 
anything about the affair to anyoue 
because I wanted to save my hus- 
band’s name” and that she suggested 
to Miss Murrell that they “be seen 
in publie together to keep down talk.” 

Mrs. Frazier said that early last 
year her husband asked her to di- 
vorce him as “he wanted to marry 
Miss Murrell.” 

“He said Miss Murrell would help 
him up in the world,” the defendant 
said, “and that I was a _ millstone 
around his neck. He said she would 
make him president.” 

Once Mrs. Frazier said her husband 
had slapped her during a conversation 
in which he defended Miss Murrell’s 
name,

GEORGIA DRY COHORTS 
CALL FOR WAR ON BEER 


Consolidated Forces for Pro- 
hibition Object to Expense 
of Extra Session. 


MACON, Ga., April 5.—(#)—The 
Georgia Consolidated Forces for Pro- 
hibition, threugh its executive com- 
mittee, has issued a call for all 
“friends of prohibition and good gov- 
ernment” to work against the move 
for a beer session of the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly. : 

Dr. Charles E. Burts, president, 
and Charles F. Allen, secretary, made 
the statement after a meeting of the 
executive committee. The statemcnt 
said in part: 

“The Consolidated Forces for Pro- 
hibition wish to call upon all friends 
of prohibition and good government to 
resist the effort that is being made to 
re-assemble the legislature to act 
upon the sale of beer in Georgia. The 
legislature has just concluded a 70- 
day session at great expense to the 
treasury of the state, during which 
the question of beer was fully con- 
sidered and all proposals to authorize 
its sale decisively laid upon the table.
